The loss is estimated at $12,000, and

PROCESS OF PASTEURIZING 


MILK BY LOCAL COMPANY 
SPIES ARE 


Ingenious Methods of Giving 


Information to Kaiser's 


Commanders 


An inspection of the plant of the 


Clearneld Pasteruized Milk company 
discloses the fact 
that the milk 


handled by this company is kept as 
clean and pure as it is possible for 
human agency to bring about. The 
milk sold by this 
company 
goes 


through an intricate process before it 
is delivered to the public. The milk 
is first tested as to temperature, 
solids and specific gravity. The milk 
sold to Clearfield people shows from 
4 1-2 to -5 per cent, butter fat. 
After 


this test the milk is placed in 
the 


cooler where it remains until it is time 
to pasteurize it; a description of this 
method of cleansing and purifying 
milk is as follows: 


The pasteurizing machine is ''fitted 


with tubes which are filled with hot 
water. The milk is stirred gently so 
that every particle is heated at an 
even temperature of from 140 to 150 
degrees Fahrenheit. It is next pump- 
ed into the cooler where it is kept at 
a temperature of from 40 to 45 de- 
grees. It then drops into the bottler 
which fills four qu^rt bottles and five 
^int bottles at a ti&ie. It is then put 
into the refrigerator and held for de- 
livery at a temperature of from 40 to 
50 degrees. All bottles are thorough- 
ly washed and rinsed with 
boiling

new plant will house the

variia lines, the Chicago, Milwaukee | 
and St. Paul, the Chicago, Burling-} 
ton and Quincy, and the Chicago aril 
Alton. It does not mean a consoli- 
dation <of any of the railroad termi- 
nals, simply the replacing the struc- 
ture at Adams and Canal streets with 
a great plant. 


The erection of the station embra- 


ces several 
difficult 
engineering 


feats, 
chief among which is 
the 


straightening of tho 
Chicago 
river 


for several blocks. The new station 
is going up to the south of the pres- 
ent one, occupying the blocks be- 
tween Adams and Jackson 
streets 


and Clinton and 
Canal streets, a 


space two blocks east and west and 
one block north and south. 
Besides 


three freight terminals the plans c:ill 
for 26 tracks in the passenger ter- 
minal. 20 more than the present sta- 
tion has. 
The Northwestern station 


here, regarded as one of the most 
modern in tho world, has only 16, the 
l^ennsylvania in New York only 17. 
The Union station in Washington has 
33, only 15 or which, however, are in 
use.

handled by this company is kept as 
clean and pure as it is possible for 
human agency to bring about. The 
milk sold by this 
company 
goes 


through an intricate process before it 
is delivered to the public. The milk 
is first tested as to temperature, 
solids and specific gravity. The milk 
sold to Clearfield people shows from 
4 1-2 to -5 per cent, butter fat. 
After 


this test the milk is placed in 
the 


cooler where it remains until it is time 
to pasteurize it; a description of this 
method of cleansing and purifying 
milk is as follows: 


The pasteurizing machine is ''fitted 


with tubes which are filled with hot 
water. The milk is stirred gently so 
that every particle is heated at an 
even temperature of from 140 to 150 
degrees Fahrenheit. It is next pump- 
ed into the cooler where it is kept at 
a temperature of from 40 to 45 de- 
grees. It then drops into the bottler 
which fills four quajt bottles and five 
^int bottles at a ti&ie. It is then put 
into the refrigerator and held for de- 
livery at a temperature of from 40 to 
50 degrees. All bottles are thorough- 
ly washed and rinsed with

Alton. It does not mean a consoli- 
dation <of any of the railroad termi- 
nals, simply the replacing the struc- 
ture at Adams and Canal streets with 
a great plant. 


The erection of the station embra- 


ces several 
difficult 
engineering 


feats, 
chief among which is 
the 


straightening of tho 
Chicago 
river 


for several blocks. The new station 
is going up to the south of the pres- 
ent one, occupying the blocks be- 
tween Adams and Jackson 
streets 


and Clinton and 
Canal streets, a 


space two blocks east and west and 
one block north and south. 
Besides 


three freight terminals the plans c:ill 
for 26 tracks in the passenger ter- 
minal. 20 more than the present sta- 
tion has. 
The Northwestern station 


here, regarded as one of the most 
modern in tho world, has only 16, the 
l^ennsylvania in New York only 17. 
The Union station in Washington has 
33, only 15 or which, however, are in 
use.
